CHICAGO, Aug. 2 — Preparing

LONDON, Aug. 2—How Ameri­ 
can Flying Fortress crew mem­ 
bers who participated in the July 
| 25 raid on Kiel not only watched 
the result of their own handiwork 
but saw Ham burg burn and view'ed 
an RAF attack on the German 
I coast from a “grandstand seat” in 
the North Sea was disclosed today 
a t American headquarters. 
The Fortress, shot down during 
the Sunday night raid on the U- 
boat base, made a crash landing 
in the sea. The crew had only 15 
seconds to launch and board their 
rubber dinghies. 
As Technical Sergeant Edgar D. 
Canon of Olney Springs, Colo., 
told it, he and his fellow crew 
members sat in the tiny dinghies 
all night, watched the skyglow 
over Kiel and Ham burg and saw 
enormous fires kindled along the 
German coast by bombs dropped 
by British bombers which braved 
a brilliant display of heavy anti­ 
aircraft fire. 
N ear midday Monday the Amer­ 
icana were spotted by a British 
plane which dropped them larger 
dinghies. 
L ater another British 
plane appeared and dropped by 
parachute a small m otor launch, in 
which they made their way toward 
England. Before they reached land 
they were picked up by a British 
traw ler and later transferred to an 
i RAF rescue boat. 


STOCKHOLM, Aug. 2 — Panic 
sc zed Berlin today as all non-mil­ 
itary men and women and children 
were ordered to leave the Ger­ 
man capital at once, in anticipa­ 
te n of Allied mass air raids like 
those which have devastated Ham­ 
burg. 
Leaflets ordering the evacua­ 
tion were distributed to all homes 
as civilians during the week end 
frantically dug zig-zig trenches in 
public squares, parks, and back­ 
yards, police confiscated all lum­ 
ber for construction of bomb shel­ 
ters and newspapers told Berlin­ 
ers: “Berlin may be bombed to­ 
night or tomorrow night.” 
Att Berlin schools were ordered 
evacuated and children sent to the 
east. 
Civilians remaining in the city 
w ert given detailed Instructions on 
air raid precautions. They were 
told to fill their bathtubs with 
water, extinguish all fires, label 
all furniture 
with

n anes, advised w hat articles to 
take to bomb-shelter cellars and 
warned not to wear inflammable 
cl thing. 
Public fear was Increased by a 
Nazi proclamation urging “mobil­ 
ization of spiritual strength’’ and 
warning that Berlin might soon 
suffer the fate of Hamburg, Co­ 
logne, Essen and other German 
cities blasted by Allied saturation 
re ids.

NAZIS ON CRETE 
TURN 
GUNS

CAIRO. Aug. 2 — Continued 
fighting between German and Ital­ 
ian troops was believed under W'ay 
today on the island of Crete, ott 
Greece, following an official Al­ 
lied communique disclosing "irre­ 
futable evidence’’ that Nazi troops 
opened fire on Italians to prevent 
them from leaving for home. 
The Allied communique, issued 
at Cairo headquarters, said: 
"Irrefutable evidence has been 
received of a German plan to dis­ 
arm Italian troops in Crete and 
arrest the Italian commanding of­ 
ficer and his staff to prevent the 
return home of Italian troops if 
Italy goes out of the war. 
"The news has reached the mid­ 
dle east that some Italian units 
were ordered onto the German 
area of Crete by trick and were 
disarmed. 
“Senior Italian artillery officer* 
were ordered—not by their own 
Italian officers but by German of­ 
ficers—to report to German head­ 
quarters. They refused. One Ital­ 
ian 
unit 
w a s 
surrounded 
and 
fired on. 
"The Germans are threatening 
to attack other units of Italian 
troops who arc standing Linn."

Large Scale Tests Necessary 
The advocates of the method 
may be perfectly sincere: they 
have been working in a laboratory 
and found some results are strik­ 
ing and feel they must have uni­ 
versal application. Or they have 
had some initial success with a 
method of treatment, and their en­ 
thusiasm glosses over the failures. 
But in wide, actual trial it does not 
stand up. 
An example of this was the ad­ 
vocacy of mercurochrome for all 
blood infections, an event of the 
last war. It was sponsored by one 


of the most eminent medical men 
of the country. He undoubtedly 
had good success with it in his 
cases. But it flopped lamentably 
when put up against large-scale 
operations. 
The harm done by a sensational 
article can be estimated by consid­ 
ering a patient who has cancer and 
follows a new Will-o’-the-Wisp 
cure, meanwhile neglecting the 
good solid methods of treatment 
that might have brought cure— 
neglecting them until it is too late.

Be on Guard Against Black Rot of Grapes 
In Victory Garden

VICTORY gardeners, who after 
waiting anxiously tor their grapes 
to come into bearing, find that 
many of the fruit* are shriveled 
^uid “mummified** should suspect 
the trouble to be black rot 
Blank rot I* the moat destruc­ 
tive fungus disease of grapes, for 
It directly attack* and destroys 
the berries as well as causing 
/e ll-tale spotting of th* leavea 
Although th* black rot fungus 
lives over winter In shriv«ed, 
mummified, rotted fruit and puts 
out a crop of spores to infect new 
growth In th* spring, th* inex­ 
perienced Victory gardener may 
not have noticed the disease until 
he Inspects the grapes prior to 
harvesting and discover* the dis­ 
eased berries, as Illustrated in the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. The 
jM f infection !# also illustrated. 


If Victory garden grape* ar* 
found this fall to be infected with 
Mack rot, one must be prepared 
to battle It by removing all in­ 
fected berries from the vines and 
off the ground and burning them 
In the spring, prepare for a 
siege of spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture. 
Four to Ave Bordeaux 
sprays should be applied as fol­ 
lows: first spraying when the new 
growth on th* vines is about one- 
half Inch long, and the remaining 
sprays whfen the growth is eight 
to 12 Inches, after blossom-fall, IO 
days later and two weeks later. 
Spraying for Mack rot, if don* 
carefully, will control it 
Powdery mildew, another dis­ 
ease of grapes, appears in late 
summer as a fine white coating on 
the upper aide# of the leaves, but

Maximum Production 
The War Food Administration 
declared that wheat programs pie­ 
ing worked out now by govern­ 
ment officials are pointing toward 
maximum wheat production for 
1945 and subsequent years as well 
as for 1944. 
Next year will be the first in 
IO years in which there has been 
no wheat acreage limit. 
Present 
legislation, 
the

AAA office was told, does not pro­ 
vide for wheat payments in 1944. 
No wheat marketing quotas will 
apply for the 1944 marketing year 
and no payments will be condi­ 
tioned on meeting or planting 
within goals'.

"It is contemplated," the AAA 
office said, "that any producer of 
acceptable wheat will be eligible 
to participate in the loan program 
unless he has adopted farming 
practices inconsistent with good 
farming practices for the area in 
which his farm is located. In our 
effort to produce more wheat in 
1944. we cannot afford to create 
'dust 
bowls.’ 
Determination 
of 
whether or not a producer has 
adopted

"Although there is no limit as 
to the number of acres which may 
be planted on a farm, it is felt 
that the 68.000,000 acre goal will

Con­ 
struction work was stopped Sat­ 
urday in the Middletown area, but 
work along the entire line was 
halted because of the walkout. 
The Foreman Co. has the con­ 
tract for 105 miles of the 20-inch 
line in Ohio running from th® In­ 
diana line to Lancaster. 
The 20-inch line parallels th® 24- 
inch crude oil line which now car­ 
ries oil through this district east­ 
ward. The crude oil, put into the 
pipes at Longview, Texas, should 
reach the east coast some time 
this week. When 25 pumping sta­ 
tions along the 1,300 mile route 
are in operation 380,000 barrels 
of crude oil will be sent into east­ 
ern refineries each day. 
The 20-inch line will carry gas­ 
oline and other petroleum pro­ 
ducts from the Beaumont, Texas, 
fields, to Norris City, 111., and 
thence eastward to Philadelphia, 
Pa., and Bayonne, N. J. The 24- 
inch line’s key midwestern point 
is also Norris City.
